From this Confideration, every Lord that 
thas this Day found fault with any of our late 
Meafures, moft be juftified, and from this 
likewife, I hope, 1 hall be juftified, in taking 
fome Notice of what has been this Day faid 
in favour of our late Convention with Spain, 
The Difadvantages ard Dithonour of that 
‘Treaty were haft Seflion fo fully expofed, that 
I thould not have given your Lordhhips. the 
Pain to hear that Treaty again mentidned, 
if fome Arguments had not been now ad- 
vanced in its Vindication, that neither were, 
nor could be made ule of, when it was laf 
Year under ovr Confideration. We have beea 
told, my Lords, that this Treaty now appears 
to have been an honourable and advantageous 
Treaty for this Nation, becaufe Spain refufed 
to perform it on their Part, Se far other- 
wile, that their refufing to pay the 95,0007. 
confirms what was faid laft Year by thofe 
that oppofed our Approving of the Treaty. 
They then foretold, that Spaia would not pay 
a Shilling of that Money, unlefs our Soxtd- 
Sea Company firft paid them the 68,000/. 
they demanded ; and the Event has confirmed 
what was then prophefied; which thews, 
that the Treaty was realiy more difhonoura- 
ble) than what upon the Face of it appeared ; 
tho’ even this pretty clearly appeared, by the 
King of Spate’s Declaration, which our Ne- 
potiators had, it feems, accepted of as the 
Condition upon which his very Signing, and 
mutch more his Performing of that Treaty, 
‘was to be proceeded on. Their infifting upon 
eur receiving that Declaration, fhewed the 
Contempt they had of our Conduct, and 
their adhering fo clofely to what they there- 
hy declared, was only a farther and a fttonger 
Manifeftation of that Contempt. 

Another new Argument this Day made 
ule of in favour of that Convention, is, that 
it was necefiary for us to prepare for War 
before we declared it ; and that the Conven- 
tion geve us Time to be prepared for War, 
and to fend Notice to our Merchants to re- 
move their Ships and Efie@s out of the Spa- 
1/6 Dominions, which we could not otherwife 
have had. This Argument, my Lords, is 
‘built upon the Suppotition of a Faét, which 
every one knows to be falfe. Did we make 
the leaft Preparation for War during the four 
Months the Convention held us in Sufpence ? 
Did we in all that Time give the leat Hivt 
to our Merchants to withdraw their EfeAs ? 
ft ie well known, that we did not begin to 


prepere for War till the Month of June laf, G take {pecial Care to declare it as your Opinio", 


nor dd we. fend Notice to our Merchants 
to withdraw their Effects, till the Month of 
Fuly; and might not this have been done 
ig the Month of Few on Fe'y was a Twelve- 
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menth, as well as in the Month of 9,» 
or July lait? Certainly it might. Nay, we 
can diways, in a Month's Time, prevare 
fofficiently for commencing a War apaing

In fhort, it wae to give us 
all we wanted, and more than we could have 
expected. But thefe Encomiums I could put 
oe Faith in, I knew the Haughitinefs of thofe 
we had been treating with ; I knew the con- 
temptibie Opinion they had of the. Perfons 
tory treated with ; and therefore, Iexpeéted, 
that this new Treaty would refemble fome 
former Treaties we have lately made, in no- 
thing fo much as in Difhonour and Difgrace. 
This made me expeét to fee, ‘during that Sef- 
tion, great Contention within Doors, aod great 
Murmurings and Difcontents without ; and in

Out Negotiations, with Spain at leaft, were, 
thank God! at an End.

who had the Advifing and Drawing up of this 
Speech now under our Confideration, have, I 
find, taken the very firft Opportunity: to dif- 
appoint me in my Hopes. Inftead of applying 
to us in a modeft, prudent, and conciliating 
Manner, for thofe Supplies that may be ne- 
ceflary for carrying on the War; they have 
begun with throwing unjuft ahd ill-grounded

thofe that oppofed the fraitlefs snd deftructive 
Meafures they took for preventing it: Mea- 
fures, which every one forefaw would be fruit- 
lefs, before the Event thewed them to be fo 
and Meafures, which, ia the mean Time, 
ruined the Trade, exhaufted the Treafure, 
and expofed the Character of their Country. 

This, my Lords, to mé looks as if they 
were more follicitous about juftifying cheir Pa- 
cifick Meafures, than they are about merit+ 
ing the Approbation of their Country as to 
their: Warlike ; and this, I moft fay, is but 
a bad Omen of our future Suctels, if they be 
intrufted with the Conduét of the War; for 
nothing can contribute more to the Juttifica» 
tion of their late Pacifick Schemes, than an 

DD Unfortunate Ilue of the War we are now ent 
gaged in. 

I thal] grant, my Lords, that am Advice 
or Caution again Divifions, Heats, and Ani- 
mofities, has been often repeated to us ih 
Speeches from the Throne ; and Ido not at 
all wonder at it, for nothing is fo-like one Mi- 
nifter as another Minifter... Miniiters mut 
always be, they ought to be, the Advifere df 

E the King’s Speech to his Parliament. ‘As gredt 
a Man, ahd as good a Judge of our Conftitu- 
tion, asever fat in this Houfe,. often gave it 
as his Opinion, that if Mimnifters’ were 
they ought to be the Advilers ofvevery Speech 
the King makes from the Throne, and were 
anfwerable for every Expreffian. made ufe of 
upon fuch Occafiohs ; therefore were not to 

F be furprized at the frequent’ ‘Repetition we 
find of this Caution againft “Heats and Ani- 
mofities ; for Minifiers are apt to look upon 
every Oppofition to their Meafuresas an Ani- 
mofity; and peevile Minifters often prevail 
with their Mafter to declare it { from the 
-Throne; but however this may ferve the 
Peevithnels of a Minifter, it is of great Difad- 
vantage to the Crown, becaufe it engages the 

G King «in the Party with his Minifter, which 
is. very feldom eitber the honefteft or moft 
qumerous Party in the Kingdom. 

For this Reafon, my Lérds, I thall never 
think it very dutiful in @ Minifer "ta 
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fuch a Caution in the Mouth of his Sove- 
reign; and to put fuch a Caution or Advice 
into the King’s Speech, at a Time when 
there neither is, nor has been, any Divifion, 
Heat, or Animofity, in the Kingdom, but 
fuch as have been occafioned by his Meafures, 
I thal) always think, in fome Degree, crimi- 
ne). In former Reigns, particularly in King 
William's Reign, there was fome Reafon for 
the Sovere'gn’s giving a Caution to his Parlia- 
ment againft Divifions, Heats, and Animo- 
fities, becaufe there were contending Parties 
in the Kingdom, which no way proceeded 
from any publick Meafures purfued by the 
Minifters; dur, in this Reign, there have 
been no fuch Parties; and yet, thefe Exhorta- 
tions have been oftner made ufe of in this 
Reign, than in any former: I think they 
have been in the Speech at the Opening of 
every Seflion fince the famous E-xcife Scheme, 
except the firft Seffion of this Parliament, 
when the Complexion of the other Houfe was 
pot perhaps fo well known as it was foon 
after. 

Who was the Author or Drawer-up of the 
Speech mow under our Confideration, J do not 
pretend to know; but in this Houfe, my 
Lords, it is certain, we are not to fay, the 
King was: We mvuft fuppofe it was fome of 
his Majefty’s Minifters ; and confidering there 
is now the greateft Unanimity that, I believe, 
ever was in this Natior, confidering there has 


mot lately been any Divifion, Heat, or Ani- 
mofity in the Kingdom, unlefs that Oppo- 
fition be called fo, which was made to their 
late pacifick Schemes, I cannot think it was 
right or modeft in them, to put thofe Expref- 


fions in his Majefty’s Speech, which are now 
found fault with. The noble Lord who fpoke 
laft but- one fays, they do not relate to the 
prefent Time, or.to any particular Meafure. 
I muft beg Pardon to differ from him, tho’ 
I am far from pfetending to. be fo good a 
Judge of Language as he ic. The Expreffions 
both in the Speech, and in the Addrefs pro- 
poled, pleiniy relate to the prefent Time. 
His Majefty fays, the unbaty Drvifions a- 
mong ft my Subsets, are the Hopes of the 
Enemies to my Government: Do not thefe 
Words, does not the Word, are, in particu- 
lar, relate to the prefent Time? Again, with 
regard to the Addrefs fed, can we with 
any Propriety fay, that nothing thall be want- 
ing on ovr Part to heal up our Divifions, 
if there are none fuch now fubéfting in the 
Kingdom ? Can we fay, that his Majefty 
had any Qccajiom to repeat his Admonitions, 
if our Divifions are all entirely healed up, 
and no fuch Thing as any Heats or Animofi- 
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and the Convention, that was the uahappy 
Iffve of ithofé Negotiations ; and | cannot 
think it right to fay, that thofe who oppoied 
thefe Meafures, or indeed any Meafures, were 
induftrious Fomenters of Heats and Anim». 
fities, which is exprefly faid both in the 
Speech, and in what the noble Lord ho: pro. 

A pofed to be our Addrefs by way of Antwer to 
that Speech. In this Country, and by our 
Conflitution, whoever thinks any publick 
Meafure inconfiftent with the Happine( .f 
his Country, has a Right, nay, he is in 
Duty bound, to take every legal Method he 
can thiok of, to warn the People of ther 
Danger: »He is not, for that Reafon, to be 
called a Fomenter of Heats and Animofitie:: 

B No Map will call him fo, bot a peevith al. 
fusing Minifter, who, by a long. Pofiefiion 
of too much Power, begins to think, that no 
Man in the Kingdom ought. to oppole his 
good Will and Pleafure. 

I muft. likewife obferve, my Lords, that | 
differ from the fame noble Lord in another 
Thing he was pleafed to advance. 1 mut 
think, that a Divifion between the People of 
one Side, and the Minifters of the other, i» 
fuch a Divifion as may exift, even in ths 
Country. ‘J thall grant, that Minifiers mut 
always have a Party for their Support ; but

1 fhall always, my Lords, be ready to judge 
charitably of other Mens Condu&t, either ia 
niblick of private Life. I thall always be 
vady to fuppole that Men act from right 
Princigles, and that they at leaf think they 
se doing what is right; but chis Rule can 
take place only in Cafes of a difputable Na- 
tore, If a Highway-man or Pick-pocket A 
ould tell me, that he, thought hg did People 
sService by robbing them or picking their 
Pockets, or by holding their Hands and pre- 
venting their being able to defend themfelves, 
or fecure the Villains that pluodered them, 
{believe no Charity would oblige me to be- 
Geve fach a one to be an honeft Man; and 
much lels would Complaifance prevail with 
me, or a Reward, induce me, to call him fo. B 
In publick Life, it is the fame: When a 
Minifter engages in mo Meafures but what 
my be fuppofed to be: for the publick Good, 
Charity may induce me to believe, that.he 
thinks he ig doing right, tho’ I differ from, 
him in Opigion; and fuch a Minifter, tho’. 
bis Mesfures be found fault with by fome, 
yet he may depend upon having always a great 
Part of the People of his Side; but when C 
a Minifter engages in fuch Meafures as evi- 
dently tend to the Ruin of his Country, there 
is no Room for Charity, one _muft. believe 
him to be either an egregious Fool, or an 
arrant Knave. 

This, my Lords, muft be every honeft 
Man's Way of judging, in Cafes that admit 
of no Difpute; but, even ia Cafes that are J) 
difputable, tho” Charity obliges me to believe 
that Minifters think their Meafures calculated 
for the Good of their Country, yet, if J think 
otherwile, I am obliged to oppofe them, 
and may take fuch legal Methods. as I think. 
fit, to prevent or defeat them, without de- 
ferving to be called aJFomenter of Heats or 
Animofities. This was the Cafe, with regard 
to the late Convention: It was thought, by E 
many, to be a moft fcandalous and deftruétive 
Treaty: I thought fo. as foon .as.I faw it: 

I think fo fill; for I do not think myfelf in 
the leaft concluded by the fide-wind Approba- 
tion it met with. A ‘Treaty’s being ‘approved 
bya Majority in Parliament, does not oblige 
fs ‘mority to approve of it. Your Lord- 

Ps have all a Right to thew that you difap- F 
ray of what meets with the Approbation of 
the Majority, and to leave a Teftimony of 
- Difa bation upon Record, Nay, even 
: be Parliament is not obliged to approve 
A , perhaps, met with a very general 

Pprobation in the preceding. The Treaty 
male was approved of by a Majority in 

Houfes of Parliament. I remember, I 


making it, were punifhed by Parliament; and 
others had, perhaps, been more feverely pu- 
nithed, if they had not fled from Jwftice. 
This, my Lords, may perhaps be the Fate 
of the Convention in fome future Parliament, 
tho’ the Father of it feems now extremely 
fond of his Child; for I cannot but look 
upon his Majefty’s Speech, and the Adirefs 
now propofed, as a fecond Approbation of 
that Convention: I muft think them de- 
figned as a new Triumph over thofe that op- 
pofed it, which can give no great Joy to the 
Nation, whatever it may do to the Father of 
the Convention ; and therefore I with that, 
in order to make his Country rejoice as well 
as himfe}f, he would hereafter take as much 
care to triumph over thofe that broke it, a9 
he now takes to ¢riumpli over thofe that 
oppofed it. : 

This fecond Approbation, this new Tri- 
umph, I thould have been eafy about, I thould 
have given mylelf no Trouble in oppofing it, 
if I had not thought it an Encroachment 
upon the Conftitution of my Country, and 
an Impofition upon my Royal Mafter. I 
think it a moft dangerous Encroachment 
upon the Freedom of our Conftitution, to 
have the legal Oppofers of any publick Mea- 
fure reprefented as Fomenters of Heats and 
Animofities, and Promoters of Divifions a- 
mong the People. If they had been guilty of 
any illegal or violent Practices, there might 
have been fome Room for giving them fuch 
hard Names; but, as no fuch Practices have 
been lately attempted, it muft be allowed, by 
every one who underftands our Conftitution, 
to be a downright Mifrepsefentation ; and it 
is a moft daggerous Impofition upon our So- 
vereign, to make him the Author of foch a 
Mifreprefentation. I muft likewile look upon 
it as a moft dangerous Impofition, to make 
him believe, that there are unhappy Divifions, 
or any Divifions, amongft his Subjefts, from 
whence his Enemies can have the leaft Room 
to hope for Succefs. 1 with they may have 
no other Foundation to build their Hopes on 5 


for, if they have not, they will foon fee that :

great Energy; but I muft obferve, that it is 
a Sort of Summary of the Arguments made 
ule of laft Year agaihft the Coavention, and 
Part of it, I believe, exprefied almoft io the 
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very Words of the Proteft figned by many 
of your Lordfhips upon that Ocecafion, and 
entered upon the Journals of this Houfe, as 
a Teftimony to Pofterity, of your having 
difspproved of what was then agreed to by a 
Majority. This Declaration, my Lords, has 
given full Satisfadtion fo every Man that was 
difpleafed with our former pacifick Meafures ; 
and furely, no Man can fuppofe, that it is 
difagreeable to thofe that adyifed it. It is 
therefore unjuft to fay, that there are any 
Divifions in this Nation: It was wrong to 
fay fo to his Majefly: It was more wrong to 
advife him to fay fo in his Speech from the 
Throne ; and it wou'd be fill more wrong in 
uf to confirm that Mifreprefentation, by any 
Sort of Infinuation in our Addrefs. 

War, my Lords, was what the whole 
Nation, except a very few, long fince defired. 
The Few that were againft it have done what 
was their Duty: They have yielded to the 
general Voice of their Country ; and the War 
is now declared. I have already faid, and 
I moft again fay, that Pthank God for it ; 
fot 1 think it a moft providential War for this 
Nation. It cou'd be nothing but Providence 
that could fo harden the Hearts, or rather 
blind the Underftandings of the Spamard:, 
as to make them refufe or neg'e€t to perform, 
on their Part, a Treaty which was both 
honourable and advantageous for them, but 
moft inglorious and deftroétive for us.

A Letter of the Duke of Epernon, with the 
Fate of the Marefcbal @’ Ancre. 


Oo vereigns muft chiefly be inform’é of the 
‘i co Polition of publick Affairs, from the 
oh aufters immediately about them, If there- 


their Monarch, by offering unpleafing' Coun- 
fels? Where would be the Men of Charaéter, 
the high Officers of State, to aid and animate, 
td remonftrate and enforce ? Could fervile Rep- 
tiles, which had lick’d the Duft, think to re- 
ftrain the Wills, or Pleafures of a Prince? 
They might, indeed, cling round his Feet till 
they were fpurn’d ; but Authority and Digni- 
ty are Properties belonging to the Wile and 
Honourable. 

I have been more immediately led into thefe 
Thoughts, by reading over fome French Me~ 
moirs, written at the Beginning of the laf 
Century, relating to the Cataftrophe of that 
Creature of Power, the Duke of Ancres, but 
particularly a Letter writt:n by the Duke of 
Epernon to Lewis XIII. a little before the 
other’s Exit. 

The Duke of Epernon was of the Houfe of 
la Valette, one of the moft illuftrious Families 
of Gafeony; fo antient that it was continued 
by a Train of Anceftors in the Male-Line for 
500 Years ; many of which diflinguifh’d them- 
felves by their noble Atchievements. 

As to his perfonal Endowments, he was 


G temperate, wile, and brave even to an Ex- 


tremityy He had a natural, and expreffive 
Eloquence; fo that in him were found all the 
Requifites to form a great Man. He was 
early bred to Arms, and continued long in —~ 
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Ufe of them, ; for War was the Science, which 
beft fuited his high Genus... By Turns he was 
the Favourite, or rather, by Turns he wasin 
Favour with feveral fucceffive Princes ; and if 
we may give any Credit to the Author, who 
writes his Life, no Nobleman was ever more 
courted by aifferent Adminiftrations than he 
was... But his Nature was ill-fafhion’d for the 
Fawnings of a Court; and no Minifter could 
engage him in Meafures derogatory to his 
Honour, or what he thought deftructive .to 
the real Intereft of the Crown. The Regard 
he had to Truth will be manifeft, from bis 
open ard undifguifed Sentiments, . which he 
would fcarce have exprefsd in fuch plain 
Terms to his Sovereign, had he not been well 
affured of his Faéts. _ The Perfon alluded to 
in the Letter, was the Duke of Ancres,.a 
Perfon widely different from the Duke of 
Epernon, in almoft every Qualification ; yet 
had that Minion of Power, by his Tricks and 
Cabals, fo far prevail'd as to drive the Perfons 
of the higheft Rank frem the Royal Prefence, 
even the Princes of the Blood.——I will 
now produce the Letter itfelf, as tranflated by 
Cotton, 

‘€ J have hitherto, Sir, preferved my Hends 
clean, my Confcience uncorrupt, my Reputa- 
tion entire, and my Fidelity without Re- 
proach; J have never conipired but to do you 
Service. Neither do I find myfelf guilty of 
the leat Thought difconfonant to the Duty | 
owe to your Majefly and your Crown; and 
altho’ Iam not ufed with that Equity, nor 
rewarded with that Gratitude, which (with- 
out Prefumption) I conceive, I have deferved, 
and that every Day I find fomething attempted 
upon my Offices, by the Diminution and Cut- 
ting off their juft and lawful Privileges (which 
were ever preierved inviolable to me, during 

Reign of the date King your Father) yet 
nothing, Sir, can prevail with me above my 
Duty ; neither is there any fo ill Ufage, nor 
fo fentible Unkindnefs, that can hinder me 
from perfevering to do. well, beiog refolved, 
tothe laft Hour of my Life, to conquer what- 
ever juit Refentments 1 may have, to forget 
all thefe Injuries, for which J can obtain no 
Satisfaction, but at the publick Expence; a 
Refoluton, Sir, in which 1 am infinitely for- 
tify'd, by the firm Belief 1 have, that all the 
Dilgraces I receive, and al] the foul Play that 
is continually praftifed. againit me, 
trom no Dif.fiection, your Majefty hath con- 
ecived gaint my Perfon. I know, Sir, that

A beft Room in your Heart. T hope, Sir, ne- 
verthelefs, that Truth will one Day prevail in 
your Royal Breaft over thofe little Arts, ang 
that your Majefty will then be pleafed to ¢if- 
tinguifh your true and faithful Servants from 
fuch as, authorized by your Name and Pre. 
fence, opprefs your People, invade your Av- 
thority, and continually difturb your Majety’s 
Peace, by their inordinate and unruly Am- 
bition.” 

The Writer of the Dute’s Life, in the P:. 
ragraph following, fays, 

«* T have the rather inferted the exprels 
Words of this Letter, that you may fee after 
what Manner the Duke took his Difgrace, and 
how he behaved himfelf towards his Enemies, 
notwithftanding they carry’d the whole Favour 
and Sway of the Court ; the Marefchal d A. 
cre being manifeftly pointed at in the Dif- 
patch.” 

Perhaps it may be fome Satisfadion to 
know how thefe two Noblémen ended their Days, 
The Marefchal d° Ancre was not long after, by 
the King’s Command, affaffinated within the 
Gates of the Lowwre ; by which Fact, tho’ the 
King relieved his Subje€ts from the Oppreffion 

D of that wicked and rapacious Minifter, he de- 
nied them the Satisfaction, of calling him be- 
fore a Tribunal of Juftice; fo that he died by 
as avow'd a Breach of Li as any, he him- 
felf had advifed. His illegal Death could be of 
{ma!! Confolation to the Subject, tho’ it is an 
admirable Leffon to thofe Slaves of Power, who 
are willing to make all Things bend to the 
Pleafure of the Prince. The Duke of Eperrm 
died in the 88th Year of his Age, in a Sort of 
honourable Imprifonment by Ricbliew, and his 
Son banifh’d the Kingdom. 

Tho” I have already brought this noble Duke 
to his End, 1 can’t leave him without relating 
another Circumflance of his Life. He took 
an Opportunity of complaining to Henry !V. 
of France, of the partial Diftribution of the 
Finances, with regard to fome Stations 274 
Garifons .under his Command, which pro-

Toox up the Perfian Tales the other Day, 
] and met with.a Story which entertain'd 
me agreeably : It is one of the Adventures of 
the Great Voyager, and is as follows.

Years in the Water without any Inconve- 
nience ; what torments me is Hunger, which 
hath devoured me above thefe 12 Hours, for 
fo long it is fince I have eat any Thing ; 
therefore let me have fomething as foon as 
poffible, to repair my Spirits, half fpent with 
fo long a Faft; you need not look for Ni- 
ceties, Tam not fqueamifh, I can eat any 
Thing. 

We looked upon one another, very much 
furpriz’d at his Difcourfe, and doubted not but 
the Peril he had been in had crack’d his 
Brain. Debaoufeb was of the fame Mind, and, 
imagining he might indeed want fomething to 
eat, order’d Meat enough for fix hungry 
Stomachs, and Cloaths to be brought him for 
his Covering. As for the Cloaths, fays the 
Stranger, I fhall not meddle with them; I 
always go naked, But, replied Debaoujcb, 
Decency will not permit that you fhould ftay 
with us in that Condition, The Man took 
him up fhort; Oh, fays he, you will have 
Time enough to aceuftom yourfe!f to it. 

This brutal Anfwer confirm’d us in the 
Opinion that he had loft his Senfes. Being 
fharp fet, he was very impatient that he was 
not ferv’d to his Mind.

of a Letter from the brave Commander 
of the Sea-Horfe, of the Port of Briflel, 
to his Owners there. 


Civita-Veccbia, April 24, 1740, O.S. 


SIRS, 
INCE our Misfortune of being taken 
a) by the barbarous Spaniards, 1 had not 
the Liberty to write to you; none from the 
Shore were fuffer'd to fee or hear from me. 
They ufed us in a moft barbarous Manner, 
giving our People little to eat, and quite na- 
ked. God be praifed we have got our Li- 
berty with Ship and Cargo. The Privateer 
has been gone about 3 Weeks, and left no- 
thing on board but the Mafts ftanding and 
Sails to the Yards, with two Cables, one’ of 
which was new, they cut off it 30 Fathom, 
forme of the Water Cafks, two Anchors, and 
two Guns. There is not the leaft Thing of 
any Kind left on board. The Mediterranean 
Pafs is alfo taken away, and all my Things, 
fo that I have not fo much left, as will 
wrap round my Finger, and the Men naked. 
Having no Confol or Envoy here to make 
our Application to, muft be fatisfy’d till we 
have a further Hearing, who muft make 
good the Damage, for the Spaniards that rob- 
bed us are gone. We are in no Cafe fit to 
from hence, and what to do I don’t 
now, till I have your Orders; not having 
any Pafs or Colours, fo thall be a Prize to 
the Turk. 

It was on the 8th of March it happen’d ; 
we were within two Miles of our Port; they 
were in the Mould when they faw us; two 
Sebecks belonging to Majorca, each 70 Men 
on board, with 4 Carriage Guns and 12 Swi- 
wels; one of them came out with both Crews 
on board, and their Launch; the Launch 
came firft with 60 Men, and ordered me to 
ftrike for the King of Spain, and if I offered 
to fire they would cut us in Pound Pieces. I 
told them I did not know the King of Spain, 
and if they wanted us to ftrike they muft 
come on board and do it; but they were not 
fo good as to come; we foon gave them their 
Difcharge and fent them on board the Priva- 
teer, which wes within Gun-fhot of us ; hav- 
ing a light Breeze of Wind, when we came 
within Piftol- thot we fired into him, which did 
him fome Hurt: They then laid us on board 
on cur Larboard.fide, but we foon clear’d 
them ; and they boarded us a fecond Time, 
but could not ftay long, but went on board 
their own Veffel, carrying their Wounded and 
Dead with them, which made them make a 
lamentable Outcry, fo that half of them run 
down into the Hold. I could fee them, but 
could not come at them. If I had had but 30 
Men to have followed me with Sword in 
Hand, I am certain I could have taken them, 
for they did not know whet to do. At laftthey 
began to fire their great Guos; they beat in 
our Deac-Lights, and damaged our Quarter 


very much. As we were drove out of thy 
Cabbin, and having no Guns forward and 
two of our People wounded out of 7, on 
whole Number, we called for Quarter, 
they were foon on board like Lions, ana de. 
manded us on Deck. I went up fir, and 
they met me and ftript me naked, and fell 
on me as if I had been roaft Beef, anj 
quickly drove me that I was obliged to g) 
Head foremoft over-board, ot be cut tg 
Pieces; they fired a Piftol at me as I was p0- 
ing into the Water, two Balls went thro’ my 
left Foot, thro’ the Calf of my Leg, and up 
into my Thigh, and there refted till they 
were cut out. I have fuffered a great dea), 
and ftill obliged to keep my Bed, am afraid 
fhall not have the Ufe of my Leg, for they 
cut my Wounds acrofs my Fi:th. The 
next Man that came on Deck they cut him 
all to Pieces, and he died in three Days. 
After the third that came up they attempted 
to cut his Head off, but miffing their Stroke 
took his Shoulder and cut it almoft off; the 
reft feeing this hid themfelves. Whilf I was 
in the Water I fwam towards their Boat to 
take me in, one of them up with his Oar to 
knock me on the Head, I dived under, by 
which I avoided the Blow ; at laft they took 
me up into one of their Boats. I had feveral 
Wounds and Cuts on my Body, my left Haod 
cut open to the Wrift, with a great Cut in 
my Head, the Water all about me was the 
Colour of Blood. The Battle lafted an Hour 
before we ftruck. We killed 16 of them on 
the Spot, whom they hove direétly over- 
board. Four we wounded, two of which 
died. The Doétor was athore, which obliged 
them to come in. , 

ff it had not been for the Governor of this 
Place we fhould have been carried away by 
thofe Villains, and they would never have let 
me live to fee Land, They have faid, if ever 
they catch me, they will cot me in Pound 
Pieces ; I am not afraid of them. 

There is only one Way to deftroy thefe 
Privateers, and eafily done, which is this; to 
have a fmall Veffel, like ours, with good Ac- 
commodations to mount 6 ftreight Guns, 
and about 130 Men; not to thew above 7 
or 8 Men on Deck, till the Privateer came 
along-fide and grappled faft, then every Man 
on Deck: The Surprize would take them, 
for they have no Soult. As for our Men of 
War, they are as fit to go after them, as 4 
Cow after a Hare, and they as much mind 
them, for they fail incomparable wel!, that 
nothing can touch them. God Almighty has 
granted me a litt'e longer Time here: All 
my Defire is to have another Knock at them 
before I die. Having much more to fay, 4nd 
rot able to move out of Bed, I remaio

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LL our late Advices from Paris fay, 
A\ ‘hat his moft Chriftian Majefty’s Mi- 
nifters, and. particularly, the Cardinal Prime 
4 ’ 

Miniter, have made ftrong Remonftrances 
to the Earl of Waldegrave, our Ambaffador 
st that Court, againft his Majefty’s Procla- 
mation for encouraging private Companies to 
make Conquefts upon the Spaniards in Ame- 
rica, with a Promife to maintain them in the 
Polleffion of fuch as they thall be able to take 
Pofeffion of. It is faid, that before this 
Proclamation was iffued, the Cardinal had 
made fome Overtures of Peace, to be treated 
of between Spain and us, by the Mediation of 
the Courts of Vienna, Lifbon, and the Hague, 
and that the Preliminary to this Treaty was 
to be, a Stipulation to reflore all Places con- 
quered during the War, which this Procla- 
mation might render impoffible. But, if this 
be the only Obftacle to a Treaty, Care feems 
to have been taken not to throw any fuch 
Obftacle in its Way, and therefore, the Nego- 
tiation may be commenced as foom as his 
Eminence pleafes to prefcribe ; for whoever 
are to be the Mediators, his Eminence will 
probably be the chief Super-intendant, 

As the Fremb take great Care not only to 
keep Poffeffion, but to make the beft Ufe of 
every Conqueft they make, they have now 
above 3000 Men at Work on the Fortifica- 
tions of Biche in Lorrain; which is a Fort 
built ona fteep Rock on the Confines of that 
Dutchy next Germany, and lies in a Plain be- 
tween two Mountains, which makes the 
moft convenient Paffage or Communication 
between that Country and the Empire of Ger- 
mary, For this Reafon, a Town is to be 
built in this Place, which is to bé divided 
into the Upper and Lower, and both to be 
fitongly fortified. They are taking the fame 
Care to fecure their Poffeffion of Corfica, by 
making High-ways for rendering the Com- 
munication eafy between the feveral Towns 
ind Provinces of the Ifland, and by fortifying 
ail the Sea-Coaft Towns and Villages, in or- 
der to render an Invafion difficult, if not im- 
practicable, If we had done the fame in 
Minorca, we thould now have had very little 
Occafion to be afraid of its being furprized. 

Tho” the College of Commerce at Cadiz 
# firk {crupled to comply with his Catholick 
Mijefty’s Demand of the Loan of @ Million 
of Piaftres, as mentioned in our laft, yet, 
they have at Jaft fo far yielded as to agree, to 
knd him the Sum of $00,000, which that 
Court ftands in great Need of at prefent, 
their Finances being in very bad Order, and 
all their warlike Projeéts retarded, or en- 
tirely fufpended, for want of the ready Rhino, 
Which is a Misfortune our Minifters, thank 

' cannot complain of. 

The united Squadrons of Cadiz and Ferrel 
continue fill at the aft mentioned Place, but 
with Orders to keep themfelves always ready 
he. at an Hour’s Warning ; and "tis pub- 

‘Y Given out at Madrid, that a Defign 
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is formed againft Scotland or Ireland, which 
is a very good Reafon for believing, that no 
fuch was ever formed ; and that this Bravado 
is made with no other View, but to oblige us 
to keep upon our own Coafts, thofe Squadrons 
that ought to be employed for infefling the 
Coafts of the Enemy. 

*Tis computed at Madrid, that fince the 
Beginning of the War, his Catholick Ma- 
jefty has, upon Applications from priv+te Men, 
granted no lefs than 230 Comm'flions to 
Privateers for cruifing upon our Merchants ; 
and, by a Lift publifhed at the fame Place it 
appears, that within the Months of Yamary, 
February, and Marcb \aft, they have taken 
37 Britifo Merchant Ships, the Cargoes of 
which are valued at above 140,000/. Sterling. 
At this Rate, if the War be carried on for 
any Number of Years, in the fame Manner 
it has been hitherto, both the Number and 
Skill of the Span/b Seamen will be greatly 
increafed, at the Expence of this Nation. 

The King of Prufia having died on the 
2oth of laft Month, he was fucceeded by the 
Prince his eldeft Son, whofe Acceffion to the 
Throne of his Anceftors was attended with 
great Acclamations, and with the univerfal 
Joy of the People, which foon appeared, not 
to be w'thout a very good Foundation ; for 
the young King began bis Reign with making 
fevera! Alterations which tended to fecure the 
Liberties, and efteblifh the Happinefs of hie 
People. As there was upon his Acceffion a 
Scarcity of Corn in his Dominions, he im- 
mediately ordered, that ali his Magazines and 
Granaries fhould be opened for the Support of 
the Poor, and that the Commerce between 
his Dominions and other Countries, fhould be 
entirely free. He likewife ordered, that all 
forcible Inliftments of Soldiers thould be for- 
bidden under fevere Penalties; and he has 
fince abolifhed the Cuftom, introduced by his 
Father, of regiftering Children as foon as 
born, in order to make them ferve in the 
Army when grown up. At the fame Time, 
he charged the feveral Tribunals within his 
Territories, to enquire carefully into every 
Thing that wanted to be redrefled ; upon 
which Occafion, he made this remarkable 
Declaration, which ought to be, tho’ it fel- 
dom is, the Maxim of every King’s Govern- 
ment, wiz. My Will is, that whenever my 
private Ii clafbes with the publick Good, 
the latter fhall always prevail. 

It feems, the Ruffians do not underftand the 
modern, polite Method of endeavouring to get 
Satisfaction for Infults, by tedious Negotia- 
tions ; for, by late Accounts from Con/fantino- 
ple, we are told, that the Ruficn Minifter 
there demanded Satisfaction from the Porte, 
for a freth Infult committed by the Tartars upon 
the CofJackr; and, at the fame Time declared, 
tht this (which was the firft) fhould be the laft 
Time it would be demanded by the Cazrinz 
his Sovereign, who, if it were not granted, 
swmuld take ber own Way to do berfelf “ager
